The Striket and the Half-Employed Producers- 
Notes of Herald Beporterj Among the Maun- 
facturers of New York and Vicinity— 
A Gloomy Prospect for Winter. 


Little change occurred yesterday in regard to 
the labor contest in progre.ss lietween the building 
co ntractors and the bricklayers and laborers. A 
lew ol the bos.se.s were reported a.s having put the 
m en to work at the old w.iges, whiio others have 
suppued them selves wlih non-society men under 
the new rates, others, notably the largo jobs oi 
the W estern Union Telegraph and TV/huns build- 
iiigs, had none of these classes of workmen e n ­ 
gaged, the work ju.it at present being confined to 
stone and iron work. On the church for Dr. Hall’s 
congregatlou. in Filth avenue, M r.htuart, the con­ 
tractor, had a force of new men. as did Mr. Black- 
ledge, at the corner of Bank and Hudson streets. 
Mr. Demarost. it was stated, had put his old lorce 
ou at the old rate», and the same has occurred a t 
the New Bouclcauli Theatre, corner of Broadway 
and Twenty-second street. 
It apoeara th at the 
employers are by no m eans firmly united as to the 
wh*dora and propriety of the proposed reduction, 
while the workm >n are all painmlly intoreaied lu 
avertlugiL From statem enUi of mem bers of the ex ­ 
ecutive com m ittee of the bricklayers’ central body, , 
which is in dally session a t headquarters so loug 
as the contest continues, it appears that, owing to 
the previous dulness in the trade, there are not 
more than seventy-flve of their num ber excluded 
from work by the dispute. 
TBRY MAES HAY WUILR THE SCN SUINR3. 
Bricklayers complain th at their labor, consider­ 
ing Its hardships, which compel them to face toe sun 
in snm mer and the cold winds in w inter, is the worst 
paid of aU trades. Still, out of their $4 per diem 
they calculated to save from the sum m er wages oi 
say $600 enough to keep them and their lauillies 
through the cold idle season. If they are not able 
to do this m any of them rely on fludUig situations 
ou the city ralltoads or as porters or other helpers 
in the stores whose heavy business comes in the 
w inter m onths, so th at they may earn whatever 
they are able and avoid appealing for psnper assist­ 
ance. According to the most saugntoe calculations 
n o t even the m ost rigia economy can enable a 
bricklayer to save money enough to have any con­ 
siderable accum ulation at the end of the year. 
Many of them who are not able to find w inter 
work in the city make a practice of going for some 
Hmonths, alter their sum mer jobs are done, into the 
• country, to some Southern city, or vTslting their 
old homes across the ocean. As a class they ap 
p ear to have no fancy lor staying m onths at a 
lime, without labor, walking the streets or hyber- 
n a tiu g a t home. 
NATIONAL AFFILIATION. 
“ Strength in union’’ lias been studied by the 
bricklayers. 
Their organizations lu this city, 
which count about 4,4oú members, are cunaected 
with sim ilar ones In all the clues of tue United 
S tates. They correspond, and. in case ol a local 
strike, each member is entitled to receive |7 per 
week irom the national society. They thus equal­ 
ize the pressure of local distress by making the 
whole guild through the nation bear a portion of 
the burden. Besides this their union, Uke several 
of the strongest trade societies, has many benefits 
to which its members are entitled under the rules. 
They have help when sick, a fixed sum is appropri­ 
ated for burial, and a medical attendant L« pro. 
vided by the union to keep off as long as possible 
the necessity of calUng tne coffin maker. 
NO INTENTION TO GIVE WAY. 
Not the least apprehension is expressed ftmong 
j 
the bricklayers m at they will be forced to accept 
work at the reduction, and the officers say th at <| 
they have nad no inlorm ation th at any of the 
union members have gone to work under the rates. 
They sav th at those who bave gone to work at 
reduced wages are men wno have not been 
able to obtain admission into tbe union lor the 
rea-on that they cannot do a workmanlike day’s 
work. 
TUese will otler to take tbe places made 
vacant by the absence of union men, where the 
bonsea bave not cut down tbe pay. W hether these 
outside men can do work to the satiSiacUon of the 
bosses is as yet an open question. 
THE LABORERS. 
A dally m eeting of the laborers’ organization is 
held in reference to the building laborers, who are 
resisting the attem pt to cut down their pay to $2 
a day. These idle laborers num ber about 2oa 
Their society has 5,ooo, being the strongest, uumer- 
icallv. 01 all the unions. 
Ttiey claim th at they are 
able to stand an all w inter’s strike wlthont calling 
lor assistance from 
outside. 
As their ranks 
represent all kinds of 
labor outside 
of 
the 
regular 
trades, 
they are cot liable to be all 
idle a t any one 
tim e; therefore, those who 
have work are able to help the strik ers with­ 
out distress to themselves. They claim that tbe 
action 01 the building bosses is pecuUaiiy hard 
upon them us their old wages ol $2 6o afforded 
very scahty m eans ol support lor lamilles. espe­ 
cially when tbe necessarily lost days are deducted 
from the year’s earnings. A laborer m ust pay rent 
as well as a mechanic, thougn probably he will 
be forced to accept a cheaper aud less comfortable 
lodging, and he m ust 
confine him sell to the 
coarsest of lood and clothing. 
He has no m argin 
even in the best of times lor extravagance. 
SKIU-ED LABOR. 
Plenty Of Strong men walk the streets in quest 
of labor, but the striking building laborers claim 
th at theirs is an occupation requiring a cerialn 
and DO incouslderable am ount of trained skill and 
experience. Take the very high buildlugs, such as 
some 
in 
tbe 
process 
of erection, and it is 
not every inexperienced gang of m en who can 
put up scaffolds BO that it would be safe to tru st 
life upon them. Ho many other of the duties of 
simple laborers require a certain drill and educa­ 
tion which m ight seem to justly entitle com petent 
m en to command wages higher tiian will simply 
procure the roughest and 
simplest hvelinoud. 
w ere it not for tbe general stagnation In all indus­ 
tries these building laborers might, many of them, 
get other kinds of work to do. No donbt, if the 
bosses accept snch service as may be rendered by 
raw bands, they will be able to dispense wttti the 
men on strike. Therefore there is no present hope 
that they will resum e tneir places. 
Till there is 
some im provem ent in the general business situa- i 
tion these laborers m ust rem ain idle. After they i 
have exhausted their private savings and credit ' 
their support and that of tbelr famliles m ust come 
from the unions.

THE HARDWARE AND CUTLERY TRADE. 


D ull Trade and Low f>rlres—T w enty Per 
Cent ot W orkmen Unemployed. 
From the statem en ts of tbe principal hardw are 
m anufacturers it seems evident th at the panic has 
caused a decided depression in this branch of 
trad*. There are no large m anufactories in this 
city, m ost of them .belng in Connecticut, and there 
is no chance, therefore, th at m any workm en wlU 
be throw n out of em ploym ent in this city. 
Tne representatives of the Wilson M anufactnrlng 
Company said tbe prices ol hardw are and cutlery 
were firm, at very low rates. Very Uttle was sold 
now, as the panic had “ knocked them right on the 
head." He thought there could be no further re­ 
duction Of prices, as they were as low now as they 
well could be. 
Mr. R. P. Bruff, of Russell A Erbin, in Cham bers 
street, said trade waa flat at pre.sent, and there 
had been a falling off of fifty per cent in the sales 
since the panic. Belore the panic trade waa very 
good indeed. The panic 
HAD NOT AKFKlTkb THE PRICES 
and the present rates were about tne sam e as 
those Ol two months ago. This was owing to the 
fact th at the prudnctlun had liecn 'lim lnlshed, so 
th at there was no surplus stock in tbe m a rk e t 
The only decline, thus lar, had been in the raw 
m aterial, which had, as tet, tailed to affect tbe 
m auufaciured article.

South Troy, containing some ten or eleven thou­ 
sand inhabitants, has been bronght into existence 
by the presence of very extensive iron works. Its 
im m ediate proxim ity to Troy proper, with which it 
is connected by a long s tre e t partly built on, bas 
prevented Its assum ption of m unicipal Im portance, 
and also the establishm ent of tradiug concerns in 
which the requisites of a large resident population, 
with m eans to spend, could be supplied.

America to Great Britain. 
The terrible hur­ 
ricane of October 6, which m ade its fury felt 
over the loward W est Indies, and carved its 
fiery way through the thick foliage and forests 
of Florida and southeastcm Georgia, had 
hardly disappeared ont on the Atlantic when 
the telegraph began to give tidings of the 
havoc it created near and far from shore. 
But this storm was preceded, about one week,

somewhat clear of tbe American coast, mny 
have had something to say to the belated 
Ism ailia.

Now, gentlem en, 1 wish to call your 
attention to a fact th at Is patent to all of you, 
aud that is th at the different police courts are in a 
very illi ty condition and none of tliem have the 
comforts, appunenauues or requirem ents which 
are necessary lor the proper disciiarge of busliiess. 
Jndge Smith—The Court to wlitch 1 am assigned 
In Harlem Is dam p aud uuheair.iiy. and the prison 
connected with It is in a very tlltbv condition. 
There in no stove In the court room and no coal. 
In slHTiilng the necessary papers 1 have been com­ 
pelled to keep my overcoat and gloves on. I move 
th at a com m ittee of three be appointed to make an 
Investigation into the condition of the different 
court rooms, and to wait upon the Comptroller aud 
ask him to furnish tho necessary supplies. 
Judge Flammer—A com m ittee waited some tim e 
ago on tho Comptroller, and he prom ised to do 
w hat Is necessary.

The motion was carried and Judges Smith, Wan- 
dell and Kasmlre were appointed as tho com­ 
m ittee.

THE DOMAIN OF DEATH. 


The Terrible Two Months of Life in 
Hhreveport. 
Mr. William Barnard, formerly of Cincinnati, and 
now m anager of the W estern Union Telegraph 
Company’s offices In New Orleans, came to this 
city yesterday, direct from Shreveport, La. Ue 
was th ere during tho whole ol the epidemic, and 
gives to-the Herald the following account of the 
sufferings in th at pestllence-rldden city :— 
Shreveport lies n orth and south along the Bed 
River, and, belore the days ol the pestilence, num ­ 
bered 11.000 inhabitants. The fever broke out op 
August 28. 
It became an epidemic about Septem ­ 
ber 4, and 8.000 of tho population at once left 
the city. Since th at tim e Shreveport has been 
quarantined in every direction. Malls for Texas 
are lying there which should have gone forward 
tw o m onths ago. The lowest m ortality on any 
day of tw enty-four hours was three aud the high­ 
est thlrty-slx. Up to October 25 there hud been 
720 deaths. 
HOW THE FEVER CAME TO SHREVEPORT. 
The cause of the yellow fever epidemic Is not at­ 
tributable to the Red River raft. Not a single case 
of fever or any o ther sickness occurred am ong the 
140 m en employed by the United S tates govern­ 
m ent in removing this obstruction to the npper 
Red River navigation. This fact in Itself puts a 
quietus on the theory of several scientists. Tho 
causes of the learlul epidemic, after the appear­ 
ance of the disease, are to be fonnd in the filthy 
condition of the city and In tbc drying up of the 
swamps and m orasses in the snburbs, producing 
the m alaria. 
The virulence of tho contagion is 
directly attn b n tab le to the skinning of 200 car­ 
casses ol deail cattle and their subsequent jtutre- 
lactlon on the river banks, about two miles below 
the city. A steam er loaded with cattle sunk at 
th at place and the negroes towed the dead anim als 
ashore, 
where, 
alter 
being 
skinned, 
their 
carcasses were left to decompose. A southw est 
wind, which prevails during much of th at season 
of the year, carried the stench which the biim tng 
sun created into the city. Tnis prepared the air 
for taking the inlectlon. The first case of the 
fever, however, was bronght from New O rleans; 
but, under the Influences m entioned. It resolved 
itself Into the most virulent type of Mexican black 
vomit. The percentage of deaths a t tho m ost vio­ 
lent period of the pestllonoe was 95 out of every 
100. .‘iixiy per cent was about the average, but 
there were never less thau 40 deaths to every wo 
persons attacked. 
HOW THE FKVF.R CAME TO THE INniVTDUAIJ». 
The symptoms began with a violent pain in tho 
head and shoulders. Heavy aches and num bness 
then attacked the bones in the limbs. Tbc lever 
then set in and tho pulse rose to i‘20 to 140 per 
minute. Tlic crisis of the disease arrived in about 
tnrec days, when the lever left the p atien t: tiien. 
If the kidneys could be kept right, the case 
was a hopeful one. All of the deaths occurred 
either from black vomft, which Is the complete 
putrefaction ot the stomach, or from the entire 
sequestration ol tho uiliiary organs. There was 
hardlT a case of the disease wnere the catheta did 
did niit have to be resorted 10. The pcilod ol tho 
disease was in cacli case owing to the constitution 
01 the p atien t—the suongesi did not survive a 
week.

Recovery in the best 
cases was a m atter of coolness, constitution and 
good luck. The shortness of the supjily of nurses 
prom pted the organization of the Howard Associa- 
Don in Shreveport.

The i’resident of the Associa­ 
tion in New Orleans, Mr. E. K. Smith, came at 
once to Shreveport with nurses aud physicians. 
The deaths among the nurses did not exceed five. 
The greatest m ortality among any ono sect was la 
tho ranks of the Catholic clergy. They were very 
fauliful in their intnistratlons on the sick and the 
dying. The Protestant m inisters were equally 
fearless 01 death and Just as inUefatlgiibie in the 
discharge of their sacred duty. The telegraph 
operators were the next heaviest sufferers In pro­ 
portion to numbers, lour out of six iallliig victims 
to the terrible disease. 
THE FORM OF BURIAL. 
There wns no such thing as funeral services at 
the churches or at tho graves. Every place of 
biislncHs was closed except the drug stores and 
liquor saloons. The churches were closed. The 
lormalUles ol buri.il were very few. 
Ihoileaihs 
wore reported to the Howard Association, which 
at once detalleil workmen to dig the graves. 1he 
coffin was taken to the sidewalk in front of the 
house, Tho corpse was brought from the house, 
put Into the box and, after being closed up, llio 
casket was placed In u wagon niul driven at a gal­ 
lop to the coineierv. I here It was deposited hcsido 
the undug or only partially comiiletcrt grave. The 
grave digger was left alone with th e corp.seand Ins 
<iwn thoughts. He got the hux into the grave as 
beat he could. The cem etery, and especially the 
P otter’s field, looks like a battle field with Its 
newly mn<lo graves. 
n o w THE DISMAL DAY.S PASSED. 
'•■here were no henrscs to convey the bodies with 
some show of decorum to their last resting places. 
No mourners followed the corpse to the grave. 
Those who would have wished to go to tho funeral 
of a irleml were 
required a t the bedside ol 
a «lying wife or ciiild. The sick monopolized the 
attention or the living; tho dead were reganlcd as 
beyond all tho help of love or affection. High and 
low, rich aud poor, were hurled alike. 
Whole 
famllbtH were swept ont of o x lstcn co -n o t a mem­ 
ber lelt. There are 120 little orphans wh«. have 
lost both father and moiner. They will bo raised 
by the Htaie of Isinlslana. 
The fever virtually term inated on the ‘JOth of 
October, when a heavy frost chilled tho aimos- 
phere, and by stiffening up tho ground stopped 
the formation ol the miliaria. 
Regarding inysell I 
can only say that I never have ha«l t.ie icver, and 
prior to going to .Shreveport as a volunteer I novvr 
had weeQ a case of the dlseauo.

WILLIAM SALEM INTRODUCED HIM SELF 
to the applicant for tho situation as a tru stee and 
agent oi a shipping company and w anted a sm art, 
energetic young m an a t his place of business, No. 
1,‘269 Uroailwajr.

week. Salem 
told

incidentally th at he owned

J u d lfia lly Construed for the 
Time—Important 
Decision 
by 
Woodrutr. 
Not long since there was tried before Judge 
Woodruff the case of Sigmund Ullman agalust 
Thomas Murphy, ex-Collecter of this port. 
The 
action wae brought to recover for an alleged 
excess of duties paid under p rotest on an im por­ 
tation of goods. 
The facts subm itted to the Judge 
appear to have been these:—The goods were im ­ 
ported anu entered for warehousing on the 1st of 
January, 1871, The am ount of duties dem anded 
by the 
Collector 
was 
liquidated 
on the 1st 
of February, 1871. 
The plaintiff, on the 20th 
of June, 
ISTl, 
paid 
the 
duties 
dem anded, 
A previous Im portation of the same goods was 
entered in December 10, 1870, and tne plaintiff paid 
the duties a t the sam e rate. Ue filed a protest at 
the same time, and attached to it the worU.s:—“I 
lutend this p ro test to apply to all future similar 
im portations made by m e.’’ Counsel for the plain­ 
tiff, -Mr. t-ldney Webster, argued that the uotlee 
thus given was “a sufficient or contiuulng no­ 
tice;'' that It applied to ail like goods im ported by 
Mr. iTlmau, ami came up to the requirem ents of 
the acis of congress which made a protest neces­ 
sary lor the purpose of entitling tne im porter to 
take an action lor the recovery of money erro­ 
neously or wrongfully exacted by the collector. 
•Mr. .'Simons, United States A ssistant D istrict At- 
toruev, contended that a prosjiectlve protest of 
this character, under the act of 1884, was not suf­ 
ficient, and that, therefore, the plaintiff could not 
mulutaiu his action. 
Judge Woodruff yesterday rendered his decision 
on the alKive question. He holds that the present 
case arises under the act of ls64, the fourteenth 
section of whicn d eclares:—“That on the entry oi 
any vessel or of any goods” vhe “decision of the 
Collector of Customs at the port of im portation 
and entry as to the rate and am ount of duties to 
be paid on the tonnage of such vessel or on such 
goods ’ “shall be final against all persons interested 
therein, unless the ow ner” “shall, within ten uavs 
alter the ascertainm ent and liquidation oi tiie 
d u ties,'’ “give notice, in writing, to the Collector 
on each entry, if dissatisfied with his decision, 
setting forth therein distinctly and specifically the 
gronnd.s of his objection thereto. ” 
"Tins act.” observes Judge WoodrufT “ has not 
heretoiore been under judicial consideration, and 
1 am now called upon for the first time to give an 
opinion of Its m eaning with reference to a prospec- • 
tive or coutinuiijg protest. The act requires th at 
the notice of pro test shall be given ‘on each 
en try .’ 
W hether these words w ere Inserted In 
view of the difference between the construction 
given 10 the previous laws by the Court In thl.s dis­ 
trict, I do nut know ; but they are significaut woras, 
ami by souud rules of m terpreiatlou I m ust 
assum e that they have a nicaniog. and th at Con- 
gres.s intended th at meaulng.

It 
appeared th at when General BnUer wa.s in com­ 
m and of the D epartm ent of the Gulf a person was 
seized by the Union picket, near New Orleans, 
whUe m aking his way there irom Confederate ter­ 
ritory. In IMS possession were fonnd checks to the 
am ount of about $15,000, which were draw n by a 
firm in Natchez. Miss., upon a house in New Or­ 
leans. The checks were seized bv order of General 
Butler, and the am ount of them, which he received 
at the Cuizens’ Bank, was turned over to too 
government.

Judge Morgan—Well, on account of the injunc­ 
tion procurred by Judge Coulter, we thought It 
better to wait uutll the m atter has been decided In 
the conns. Now, gentlem en, I wish to call your 
attention to a fact th at is patent to all of you, 
aud that Is th at tbe different police courts are in a 
very dirty condition and nunc of tliem bave tbe 
comforts, appurtenances or requirem ents which 
are necessary tor the proner disciiarge of imsloess. 
Judge .Smith—The Court to which I am assigned 
In lluriem is dam p aud unhealthy, and the prison 
connected with it is In a very filthy condition. 
There Is no stove In the court room and no coal. 
In slarning the necessary papers 1 have been com­ 
pelled to keep my overcoat and gloves on. I movo 
th at a com m ittee of three be appointed to make an 
Investigaiiun into the condition of tbe different 
court rooms, and to wait upon the Comptroller and 
ask him to furnish the necessary supplies. 
Judge Llammer—A com m ittee waited some tim e 
ago on the Comptroller, aud he prom ised to do 
w hat Is necessary. 
Judge .Smith—Well, there is a great deal of red 
tape about th at office, and I think th at a commit­ 
tee had better wall on him again. 
The motion was carried and Judges Smith, Wan- 
dell and Kasmlre were appointed as the com­ 
m ittee. 
Judge M urray—I move th at as no assignm ent has 
yet been made of Judge Wandell, that ue shall sit 
in Npeclal Sessions in place of Judge Otterbourg. 
The Chair said th a t it would be b etter to w ait 
for a lew days nm il the question about Judge 
Coulter was settled. Judge Murray then withdrew 
his motion. 
Judge Flam mer—We have no clerks a t Essex 
M arket, and we have pressed the in terp reter 
Into service as a clerk. Mr. DImond, one of the 
Old clerks, has kindly offered his services, and it 
is necessary th a t some action should be taken In 
this m atter im mediately. 
Borne little discussion took place, and, on motion 
of Judge .smith, the m eeting adjourned subject to 
the call of the Chair. 


THE DOMAIN OF DEATH. 


T h e T e rrib l»

Mr. William Barnard, formerly of Cincinnati, and 
now m anager of the W estern Union Telegraph 
Company’s offices in New Orleans, came to this 
city yesterday, direct from Shreveport, La. Ue 
was th ere during the whole ol the epidemic, and 
gives to. tne Hehald the following account of the 
sufferings in th at pestilence-ridden city :— 
Shreveport lie.s n orth and south along the Red 
River, and, belore the days ol the pestilence, num ­ 
bered 11,000 Inhabitants. The fever broke out op 
August 28. it became an epidemic about Septem ­ 
ber 4, and 8,000 of the population a t once left 
the city. Since th at tim e Shreveport has been 
quarantined in every alrectlon. Mails for Texas 
are lying there which shonld bave gone forward 
tw o m onths ago. The low est m ortality on any 
day of tw enty-fonr hours was three aud the high­ 
est thirty-six. Up to October 25 there had been 
720 deaths. 


HOW THE FKVER CAME TO SHBEVEPORT. 
The cause of the yellow fever epidemic is not at­ 
tributable to the Red River raft. Not a single case 
of fever or any other sickness occurred am ong the 
140 m en employed by the United S tates govern­ 
m ent in rem oving this obstruction to the upper 
Red River navlgation. This fact in Itself puts a 
quietus on the theory of several scientists. The 
causes of the learlul epidemic, after the appear­ 
ance of the disease, are to be found in the filthy 
condition of the city and In the drying up of the 
Hwaraps and m orasses in the suburbs, producing 
the m alaria. 
Tbe virulence of tho contagion is 
directly attributable to the skinning of 200 car­ 
casses of dead cattle and their subsequent (lutre- 
lactlon on the river banks, about two miles below 
the City. A steam er loaded with cattle sunk at 
th at place and tbe negroes towed the dead anim als 
aahorc, 
where, 
alter 
being 
skinned, 
their 
carcasses were left to decompose, A southw est 
wind, which prevails during much of th at season 
of the year, earn ed the stench which the burning 
sun created into the city, Tnls prepared the air 
for taking the infection. The first case of the 
fever, however, was bronght from New O rleans; 
but, under the Influences m entioned, it resolved 
Itself into the most virulent type of Mexican black 
vomit. The percentage of deaths a l the m ost vtu- 
leni period of the pestilence was 95 out of every 
100. wixiy per cent was about the average, but 
there were never less thau 40 deaths to every luu 
persona attacked. 
HOW THE FEVER CAME TO THE INDIVinPALS. 
The symptoms liegaii with a violent pain in tho 
head and shoulders. Heavy aches and num bness 
then attacked the bones in the limbs. The lever 
then set in and the pulse rose to 120 to 140 per 
m inute. The crisis of the disease arriveil In about 
tnree days, wheu the lever left the p atien t: m en, 
if the kidney.s could be kept right, the case 
was a hopelul one. All of the deaths occurred 
either from black vomft, which Is the complete 
putrefaction of the stomach, or from the entire 
sequestration of the uiliiary organs. There was 
hardlv a case of the disease where tho cath eta did 
did not have to be resorted to. The period ol the 
disease was in each case owing to the constitution 
ol the p atien t—the sirungcsi did not survive a 
week. 
THE MEDICAL TREATMENT. 
The treatm en t was simply a hut mii.stard bath, 
w ith castor oil as a cathartic, (’alomol. tho old 
speciflo in this disease, was entirely tilscardeil. 
Fear killed a great many. 
Kecoverv In the best 
cases was a m atter of coolness, constitution and 
good luck. The shortness of the supply of nurses 
prom pted the organization of the Howard Associa­ 
tion in Shreveport, Mr. 
IL Simmons being 
chosen President. The President of the Associa­ 
tion in New Orleans, Mr. E. F. Smith, came at 
once to Shreveport with nurses and phyalcians. 
The deaths among me nurses did not exceed five. 
The greatest m ortality am ong any one sect was la 
the ranks of the Oatliollc clergy. They were very 
faithful in their m inistrations on the sick and the 
dying. The P rotestant m inisters were equally 
fearless ol death and just as Indefatigable in the 
dLscliarge of tlieir sacred duty. Tiic telegraph 
ofieriiiors were the next heaviest sufferers tn pro­ 
portion to numbers, lour out of six falling vlcUius 
to m e terrible disease. 
THE FORM OF 3CB1AL. 
There was no such thing as funeral sorvlees at 
tne churches or at tho graves. Every plaiN! of 
business was closed except m e drug stores and 
liquor saloons. The churches were closed. The 
lormaliUes ol biiri.il were very few. 
Ihe deaths 
wore reported to the Howard Association, which 
at once detailed workmen to dig the graves. Tho 
coffin was taken to the sidewalk in iro n to f tho 
house. Tho corpie was brought irorn the lioiise, 
put into tho box and. after being closed up, ilio 
cuHkel was placed In a wagon and driven at a gal­ 
lop to the l oinetery. There It was deposited beside 
tho iiiidug or only partially com pleted grave. The 
grave digger was left alone with t 
own thoughts, lie got the box ir 
best he could. The cem etery, am 
P otter’s field, looks like a 'b a ll 
newly made graves. 
HOW THE lirSMAL PAYS PASSED. 
•I'hcre were no hearses to convey the bodies with 
some show of decorum to thoir last resting places. 
No mourners followed tho corpse to Hie grave. 
Those who would have wished to go to tho fuiieral 
of a irlend were 
required at the bedside ol 
a dying wife or child. The sick monopolized tho 
attention of the living; tho dead were regarded as 
beyond all the help of love or affection. High and 
low, non and poor, were burled alike. 
Whole 
farallleH were sw ept o at of oxlstcnce—not a m em ­ 
ber left. There are 120 little orphans who have 
lost both father and m oiner. They will bo raised 
by the Htate of laiiiislana. 
The fever virtually term inated on the 20th of 
October, when a heavy frost chilled ttio ainios- 
phore, and by stiffening up tho grouml stopped 
the formation ol the m alaria. 
Regarding myaell I 
can only say th at I never have had t.ie lever, and 
prior to going to .Shreveport om a yoluiilcer I never 
had Hcea a case of the dlseuse.

WILLIAM SALEM INTRODUCED HIMSELF 
to the applicant for tho situation as a tru stee and 
agent of a shipping company and w anted a sm art, 
energetic young m an a t his place of business, No. 
1,269 Broadway.

him to ac t as 
coilcrtor 
of

house, 
whose 
collections 
would 
average about 
$1,200 a 
week. Salem 
told 
him 
incidentally th at he owned 
the 
house No. 338 East Twouty-eighth street, and was 
agent of the Tivoli beer aud did a large wine busi­ 
ness at It store In Broadway; th at he was ag en t 
of the Globe and Gem íanla Insurance Company 
and wa.8 agent of the Norwegian and Southam ptoa 
.steamship Company, and that, having so many re- 
Rponsibhltles, he would bo coiupeileC to look o a 
Wallen as a coiKklcnCal clerk, and would re­ 
quire $400 as security from him. Salem generously 
agreed to give Wallen $16 a week, and would ad­ 
vance him as his services became m ore valuabie. 
Daz-zled with this prospect Walien gave Salem $200 
at this time, and received irom him tho following
